WHEN  the  two-person  chair  jam- 
med in  the  approximately  30  foot' 
high  tower  a short  distance  past 
the  midway  point  in  the  lift,  the  line 
stopped  sharply  and  riders  in  near- 
by chairs  also  were  thrown  out. 
One  girl  is  reported  to  have  jump- 
ed after  the  lift  stopped. 

Those  who  did  not  fall  out  of 
their  chairs  when  the  lift  stopped 
' were  rescued  with  a rope  and 
seat  device  by  resort  personnel  and 
rescue  teams.  Two  employees  of 
Utah  Timber  and  Coal  Co.,  John 
Clark  and  Ralph  Simpson,  who 
were  at  the  MIA  home  to  deliver 
shingles,  aided  in  the  rescue  and 
were  among  the  first  at  the  scene. 
They  said  four  persons  fell  from 
the  chairs  and  one  jumped  after 
le  lift  stopped. 

Utah  County  Sheriff  Ralph  Chap- 
pie directed  the  rescue  efforts,  aid- 
ed by  Utah  County  jeep  patrol  units 
and.  Brigham  Young  University’s 
Alpine  rescue  squad  and  other 
police  units  of  the  area. 

The  force  of  the  stopping  of  the 
lift  caused  a several  inch  move- 
ment of  the  support  pole  and  its 
concrete  ba$e  but  the  cable  did  not 
, break  and  no  equipment  collapsed.

One  can  readily  understand  the  current  popularity  of 
“The  Trojan  Women”,  by  Euripides,  from  seeing  the  Theat« 
Workshop  production,  which  opened  Wednesday  night  in  th« 
Arena  Theatre. 

Euripides  understood  how  deeply  men  can  suffer.  His 
play  begins  in  a stridence  of  sorrow  and  terror  which  com- 
pound themselves  as  the  Greek  masters  of  Troy  heap  afflic- 
tion  upon  the  Trojan  women  who  remain  after  their  menai-e 
killed  and  the  city  is  sacked  and  destroyed. 

DIRECTOR  CHARLES  Whitmai 
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has  brought  together  a very  talenU 
ed  group  of  high  school  studei 
for  the  production.  Under  his  di!\ 
ection  and  that  of  assisting  facul^ 
members  and  graduate  studenl^ 
the  group  coalesced  not  only  the» 
abilities  in  acting,  voice,  dictic®, 
and  interpretation,  but  in  lightii 
scenery,  and  costuming  as  well. 


Director  Whitman’s  responsibS-* 
ity,  which  he  fulfilled  capably,  wi' 
to  provide  Euripides’  psychology  o|i 
deepening  terror  and  despair.

Y Folk  Dancers  Triumph 


Brigham  Young  University’s  International 
Folk  Dancers  seem  to  be  the  big  surprise 
whenever  they  appear  in  folk  festivals  on 
their  current  European  tour. 


THE  LIVERPOOL  Daily  Post,  in  report- 
ing the  world's  largest  folk  festival  of  folk 
dance  and  song  at  Llangollen  Wales,  stated: 
“An  entry  of  special  interest  is  the  Brig- 
ham Young  University  from  Provo,  Utah. 
It  is  rarely  the  Americans  enter  folk  danc- 
ing, primarily  because  they  do  not  have 
the  folklore  of  much  older  countries.” 


The  BYU  troupe  is  doing  its  best  to  show 
Europe  that  United  States  does  have  a rich 
tradition  of  folk  dance  and  music.  The  well- 
known  group,  which  performs  about  60 
times  a year  throughout  United  States  will 
visit  16  countries  and  participate  in  11  folk 
f^tivals.  They  already  have  performed  in 
Portugal,  Spain,  France,  Holland  and  Wales. 


festivals  the  costumes  of  the  dancers  are 
handed  down  from  generation  to  generation. 
Although  the  Americans  cannot  boast  this 
touch  of  authenticity,  “they  like  our  cost- 
umes and  our  dances,”  she  wrote. 


At  the  Llangollen  festival,  sometimes  call- 
ed the  “United  Nations  of  Dance  and 
Music,”  more  than  2,000  performers  from 
26  countries  appeared  before  audiences  total- 
ing 160,000  for  five  days. 

Other  thousands  saw  the  Americans  on 
television.  In  letters  to  BYU  they  reported

mendable,  for  we  must  agree  with  ia 
the  critical  criteria  of  Sir  Phillip  Sc 
Sidney,  which  stipulate  that  art  era 
inform  and  improve  life,  raisinj  ay 
both  actors  and  audience  to  keen®  re 
sensitivity  and  awareness.  In  this  rti' 
sense,  Euripides  as  poet  invokes  ps 
the  spiritual  memory  of  mankind  at 
The  Theatre  Workshop  is  unmis- 
takably  fulfilling  its  purpose  in  the 
production  of  such  plays  as  “Tha 
Trojan  Women.”
